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Encountering Canada 


An Experience That Leaves The Classroom Behind 


hey come from all over 
this proud nation of 
ours. One hundred 
thirty five enthusiastic 
youngsters come from all corners 
of Canada; North, South, East, 
and West. From metropolises and 
from small Prairie towns held 
together by no more than a gener- 
al store and the threat of isolation. 
They came from Canadian towns 
so obscure their names only 
appear in Stompin’ Tom lyrics. 
The only tie that bound this 
diverse collection of students, was 
the honour and pride of being 
Canadian. The reason for the 
union of these students was to 
allow young Canadians to meet 





one another, and discover how 
glorious a nation this is. 

In the last week of January, | 
experienced theEncounters with 
Canada programme in Ottawa. The 
programme's goal is to give 
Canadian high school students 
the chance to meet their counter- 
parts from all across the country. 
Each week the programme has a 
different sub-theme. They range 
across a spectrum of topics. The 
topics vary from Law to Journal- 
ism to Arts and Culture. The 
specific sub-theme for my week 
was Science and Technology. 
Despite the wide array of topics, 
much of theprogramme is generic. 
Many of the same rewarding ex- 
periences are gained, no matter 
which sub-theme is chosen. The 
real purpose of the trip is to gain a 
feel for the life and ideas of other 
students your age from across 
the country. 

Meeting people from other 
places may not seem important for 


someone who attends a school 
like Ridley, where your roommate 
may not only be from halfway 
across the country, but halfway 
around the world. The experience 
is much different in a situation 
like Encounters. Ridley is such a 
tight, closed-in community, that 
new and interesting ideas are hard 
to find. At Encounters, nobody 
knows anyone else as of day one. 
The people there do not look at 
life through the same window, 
each person has a different view. 
This is not to say that the people 
outside of Ridley are completely 
disparate from those here. Most of 
the students I met had the same 
concerns for the environment, 
about the War, and about our 
common future in general. Their 
intelligent and well thought out 
views on the world we live in doa 
great service in helping to reduce 
the image that many Ridleians 
share, that all the students outside 
our hallowed halls are ignorant 
peons. Most of them would func- 
tion at Ridley's highest levels with 
no difficulty at all. 

The true amount of scholastic 
knowledge gained during the 
week was insignificant compared 
to the knowledge that was to be 
gained by meeting new people. 
The experience broadened my 
horizons immeasurably. I learned 
of small towns where half the 
population had been out of a job 
when the town mill closed down. 
I also learned of existence ona 
small prairie town of only one 
hundred people. The incredible 
range of different social and 
economic environments that exist 


in this nation astounded me. 
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Perhaps the one thing that 
encouraged me the most was the 
number of bilingual people, and 
those who attempted to speak 
their second language. The whole 
program was conducted biling- 
ually. This shows that the young 
of this country are very tolerant 
towards the concept of a unified 
nation of English and French. 
The Encounters experience has 
probably been the most 
rewarding of my life. | will not 
remember it for the speakers we 
heard, and J will not remember it 
for the science labs we visited. 
What I will remember is the 
people I met. I will remember 
them for what they taught me 
about our country and its diverse 
spectrum of citizens.
